HAT CONGRESSMAN SCOTT SAYS. 
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All the Appropriation Bills Through “‘Con- 
ference’ —The Total Amount Appro- 

priated— senator Colquitt. 

VW asnrmaTox, October 9.—[Snecial.]—Rep- 
tative Wm. L. Scott, of Pennsylvania, 
regard tothe contributions to 
maign fund: “There has 
heen much misrepresentation as to the condi- 
tion of the party finances. It has been pub- 
lished everywhere that we have had neariy a 
half million dollars. The fact is, we have not 
had half of it. The only money we have re- 
ceived of any amount in the way of subscrip- 
tions was the contributions of the president, 
the members of the cabinet, myself and 
afew wealthy democrats. We have not re- 
ceived from Washington, all told, over five 
thousand dollars, nor have the federal office- 
holders in other localities been any more lib- 
eral. Then how do you expect to Keep the 
machinery going and. succeed on the issues 
You must remembar that New York, New 
Jersey and Connecticut are democratic states, 
and we expectto increase the majorities in 
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resen 
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each of those states. 
THE APPROPRIATION BILLS. 

All of the appropriation bills have now been 
disposed of in conference, and although Mr. 
Dougherty called ‘‘no quorum” on the last of 
them, the deficiency bill, today, it will un- 
doubtedly become a law before the ene of the 
week. The statement printed some time ago, 
in these dispatches, as tothe large aggregate 
of the appropriations, finds full verification in 
the result. At that time there was a very gen- 
eral impression that the surplus was being 
disposed of too rapidly, but notwithstanding 
every effort that has been made since then to 
cut down the appropriations, the aggregate 
now amounts to $422,117,380.81. This sub- 
tracted from the estimated revenues for the 
year, $440,000,000, leaves a surplus of $17,882,- 
619.19. This ineludes all of the appropria- 
tions that have been disposed of, the defi- 
ciency upon which the conferees have agreed, 
and $500,000 miscellaneous for the 
suppression of epidemics, for fourth of 
July claims, etc., which sumis added to a 
compilation made by Mr. Barnes in his speech 
ofthe 18th of last month. A table in this 
statement shows that the agricultural appro- 
priation billof this year carried $1,716,010; 
army, $24,471,300; diplomatic and consular, 
$1,428,465; District of Columbia, $5,046 410.352 5

CHANDLER GONE HOME. 

Senator Chandler, the bloody shirt flaunter 
of the senate, has gone home to look after his 
fences. It is said, however, that he will not 
be able to fix them up by the time the legisla- 
ture meets, and that he will be succeeded by 
Representative Gallenger, who declined re. 
nomination for the house, in order to make 
the race against Chandler for the senate. 
Members from New Hampshire say that Gal- 
lenger is much the more popular man of the 
two, and that he can defeat Chandler without 
much trouble. The defeat of Chandler will 
undoubtedly be welcome news to Texas, 
Louisiana and Mississippi. 

MR. KILGORE’S STATEMENT. 

If Mr. Kilgore stands by his statement made 
today, to object to all bills for the remainer of 
this session except the deficiency appropiation 
bill, no futher business can be transacted, and 
the house will just have to mect and adjourn 
daily. Mr. Kilgore’s.statement came about in 
this way. Judge Abbott, of Texas, called up his 
bill for the erection of a public building at 
Fort Worth. Mr. Ezra Taylor, of Ohio, ob- 
jected, and coupled with his objection the 
statement that there should be no more legis- 
lation this session unless a quorum be present 
except appropriation and pension bills. This 
angered Mr. Kilgore, and as he is naturally 
opposed to pensions, he arose and said he 
would see his tepublican colleague and go hin 
one better. He would objectto all legisla- 
tion except appropriation bills and a resolution 
to adjourn sine die. 

After the house adjourned Mr. _ Kil- 
gore informed your correspondent 
that he would carry out his 
statement to the letter, and that no persuasion 
could influence him to change his resolve. He 
further said that he believed when the house 
realized nothing more could be done this ses- 
sion, it would pass an adjournment resolution. 
He believes that will be next week. How- 
ever, there are not many who agree with him.

MONEY FOR THE WIDOW. 


Mr. Edmunds’s Persistence in Pressing a Bill 
—Other Business. 


WaAsHinoton, October 9.—In the senate the 
conference report on the deficiency bill was 
presented and readin full. 

Mr. Edmunds inquired of Mr. Hale why the 
Senate conferees had agreed to the stnking out 
of the-provision granting the balance of the 
year’s salary of Chicf Justice Waite to his 
Widow. 

Mr. Hale stated in reply that the subject had 
been fully discussed over and.over again, and 
that the house conferees had taken the ground 
that they could not assent to it. 

The conference report was agreed to. 

Lhe bill as to the counting of the presiden- 
tial votes was taken up and passed. 

Mr. Harris, from the committee on epidemic 
diseases, reported a joint resolution directing 
the chiefs of medical hureaus of the army and 
navy and of the marine hospital service to co- 
Operate with the yellow fever conference to be 
held in Washington.

Mr. Edmunds immediately left the senate 
chamber, stating in an undertone that there 
would be a meeting of the judiciary committee 
in about two minutes. 

Mr. Edmunds reported from the committee 
on ludiciary a bill to pay the widow Chief 
Justice Waite the balance of his year’s salary, 
and as Mr. Berry still objected to its immedi- 
ate consideration, the bill was -placed on the 
calendar, aftera statement from Mr. Coke 
that he and Mr. George had voted against it 
in conimittee. 

The senate at 2:20 resumed consideration of 
the tariff bill, and was addressed by Mr. His- 
cock, # member of the finance committee. Tho 
issue, he said, was fairly drawn between the 
two political parties. The question was free 
trade or protection to American Jabor. Neither 
subterfuge, nor new confessions of faith, would 
conceal or obscure the real question. Demo- 
cratic orators were attempting in the manu- 
facturing districts to shift their ground and to 
conceal the purpose of their parity. Sut the 
official utterances of the president and reports 
of the secretary of the treasury, emphasized by 
the Mills bill (which had been ndorsed by the 
national democratic convention, and which 
had passed the housa bya strict party vote.) 
left no doubt whatever as to the true position 
of the democratic party on that great economic 
question. There was a question as to the 
amount of reduction of taxation. The ques- 
tion was to the manner of it. He examined 
some of the details of the Milis bill, to prove 
that, in the proposed reductions, there were 
discriminations in favor of industries of the 
confederate states as against the industries of 
the northern states, 

Mr. Hawley suggested, as an explanation of 
that fact that of the democratic members of 
the house, the ways anc means committee 
which made up the Mills bill, six were from 
the confederate statés and two from the north- 
ern states. 

At the close of Mr. Hiseock’s remarks, Mr. 
Bate obtained the floor and the tariff bill went 
over till tomorrow. 

Mr. Edmunds appealed to Mr. Berry to with- 
draw his objection to the consideration of the 
bill for the benefit of the widow of Chiet Jus- 
tice Waite. 

Mr. Berry declined to withdraw his objec- 
tion, stating that would be equivalent to con- 
sent to the passage of the bill, which he con- 
sidered thoroughly bad. 

Mr. Edmunds thereupon gave notice that he 
would tomorrow morniug move to take up tho 
bill for consideration, and then‘at 4:10 the sen- 
ate adjourned. 


IN THE HOUSE, 


No Quorum Present and No Business Trans- 
acted, 

W ASHINGTON, October 9.—In the house, in 
consideration morning hour, Mr. McRae, of 
Arkansas, on behalf of the committee on pub- 

ic lands, called up the senate bill to relieve 
purchasers of and indemnify certain states for 
swamp and overtiowed lands disposed of. 

Subsequently Mr. McRae, recognizing the 
fact that the bill could not be passed without 
the presence of a quorum, asked that the hour 
be considered as having expired, put to this 
Mr. Jackson, of Pennsylvania, objected. 

Mr. Kk. B. Tayior, of Ohio—l1 want to give 
notice that there shall be no legislation during 
this session unless there is a quorum present, 
except appropriation bills and pension bills. 

Mr. O’ Neil, of Pennsylvania—I would not 
say that I’ would except private bills, to 
Which there is no objection. 

Mr. Taylor—I mean just what I say. 

Mr. McRae thereupon withdrew his bill. 

Mr. Burnes obtained unanimous consent to 
report from the committee on’appropriations a 
bill appropriating $50,000 forthe enforcement 
of the Chinese exclusion act, and it was passed 
without debate. 

he senate bill was passed supplementai to 
the act of February 3rd, 1887, providing forthe 
meeting of presidential electors, ete. It pro- 
vides that certificates shall be forwarded tothe 
president of the senate forthwith after the sec- 
ond Monday in January. 

Mr. Burnes submitted the conference report 
on the general deficiency appropriation bill. 
On agreeing to the report the vote stood 54 to 
3,and Mr. Dougherty, of Florida, raised the 
pointofno quorum. This action was instiga- 
ted by irritation on the part of Mr. Dougherty 
at a notice given by Mr. Taylor this mornifg, 
that no business except appropriation and pen- 
sion bills should be spasidered. 

Mr. Dougherty has pending several bills of 
importance to his district and he is especially 
anxious to secure the passage of the measure 
for the suppression of yellow fever. 

Mr. Dougherty declined to withdraw his 
point, and at 4 o’clock the house adjourned. 


A REPUBLICAN CONFERENCE. 


The Senators Meet and Discuss the General 
Situation. 

WASHINGTON, October 9,—An_ informal 
conference of republican senators was held this 
morning to talk over the general situation,and 
more especially to arrange the course of debate 
on the tariff bill. Theresults were meagre, 
owing to doubt everywhere’ -entertained 
whether a quorum of the senate can be held in 
Washington, should the tariff debate be pro- 
tracted beyond next week. A dozen or more 
senators were named who desire to make 
specches, and a list of republicans was started, 
which, so far, includes the names of Hiscock, 
Cullom, Platt, Spooner, Aldrich and Teuier, 
The desire of a number of senators, however, 
to get away is very strong,and with the systein 
of pairs prevailingin the senate, and always 
rigidly adhered to, every absentee reduces the 
voting force by two. In considering these 
matters it became apparent that there would 
be great difficulty in keeping a voting quorum 
to act upon amendments, and finally upon the 
bill, Noaction was taken in conference, and 
no definite policy was sketched, but there is 
reason to believe that if the senate finds itself 
for any length of time withouta quorum,either 
adjournment sine die ora recess for several 
weeks will be taken. It, therefore, now seems 
probable that this session will practically come 
to an end next week or early weck after, and 
that the tariff bill will be left for final action 
after election day.

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THURMAN IN COURT. 
AS LEADING COUNSEL FOR TH 
GOVERNMENT _ 
IN THE BELL TELEPHONE CASE. 


Appearance of the Old Roman As He Made 
His Speech—He Makes a Visit to 
President Cleveland. 


WASHINGTON, October 9.—Argumentin case 
No. 846, the United States against the Ameri- 


can Bell telephone company, began in the | 


United States supreme court today. Judge 
Thurman thade the opening address for the 
United States, The case grows out of a suit 
brought by Acting Attorney-General Jenks in 
the circuit courtof the United States for the 
district of Massachusetts to have canceled two 
patents granted Alexander Graham Bell as 
inventor of the telephone on the ground that 
the patents were obtained by fraud. The Bell 
company entered a demurrérto this suit, in 
which they maintained, among other things, 
that in the absence of any specific statute the 
United States had no power to maintains 
bill in equity to cancel a_ patent for 
aninvention. ‘The circuit court held that this 
point was well taken, but furthermore ruled 
that, even were the court not to go to this ex- 
treme length, the demurrer must be sustained 
on the ground that the main questions raised 
against the validity of Bell's patents could be 
advanced in aninfringement sent and that the 
attorney general could not bring suit to cancell 
the patent on the grounds which constitute de- 
fense in an infringement cause. The case 
comes to the supreme court on an appeal from 
this decision. 

Mr. Thurman’s voice was low and husky at 
the start, but soon gathered strength and re- 
mairied clearand strong to the close of his 
forty minutes speech. His manner of speak- 
ing was plain, simple, and direct, and in his 
choice of words he used the homely Anglio- 
Saxon that was as intelligent to the laity pres- 
ent as to the learned jessices themselves, and 
standing erect, facing the,court, his right 
hand holding his eye-glassss 4nd his left at the 
pocket of his trousers, he spoke slowly and 
distinctly and with an absence of oratorial 
ilourish. When he desired to empha- 
size some point in his argument, it 
was done with a simple downward 
sweep of his right hand. He was only inter- 
rupted twice and then by questions of no per- 
tinency as showing the opinions of the 
justices. When he took up the opinion of 
Judge Colt, of Massachusetts, overruling the 
government’s demurer, he said that it seemed 
to be sin inthe eyes of some judges not to 
blindly follow the decisions of their predeces- 
sors, and this, he said, ‘“‘seemed to be particu- 
larly true in the good old commonwealth of 
Massachusetts.’’ 

“We,in the west,’’ he continued with a 
smile, ‘‘don’t think so,and if a judge renders a 
wrong decision, and another judge gets a 
chance to reverse bis decision, he is very apt 
to do it.”’

right of the government to enact a statute giv- 
ing the attorney-general power to bring suit to 
cancel patent, but maintatned that in the ab- 
sence of such astatute, the attorney-general 
had no such power. Judge Thurman asserted 
that no congressional action was necessary; 
that the constitation gave ample authority for 
the bringing of the suit, and he declared that 
congress could not, even by express statute, 
limit this power, for it would thereby abrogate 
the constitution. .

Louis, and William E. Strowbridge, of Phila- 
delphia, The Bell company is fepresented by 
Sterrow and Dickerson, who have been ton- 
nected with all litigation in which the tele- 
phone company has been engaged.

SEVERAL SENSATIONAL CHAPTERS 


CHARLESTON, S. C., October 9—[Special.]— 
The Pavilion hotel, in this city has been the 
scene of several romantic dramas within the 
past two days. On Sunday morning the pro- 
prietor received a dispatch from Mrs. Brown, 
of Savannah, engaging rooms and asking that 
a Catholic priest be called to meet her at the 
hotel, onthe arrival of the noon train. The 
proprietor sent to the rector of St. Marys, the 
nearest Catholic church, who however, de- 
clined to officiate without the consent of the 
bishop. He was, however, out of the city. 
Promptly at noon Mrs. Brown,a widow of 
Savannah, arrived on the train. She was ac- 
companied by her daughter Miss Brown, and 
Mr. W. J. Harris, bookkeeper of the Western 
Union Telegraph oflice in Savannah. The 
party seemed to be very much 
alarmed, and exceeding anxious to secure the 
services of a priest. Finally, shortly after 2 
p. m., they got in a carriage and proceeded to 
the residence ‘of Mgr. Quigley, of St. 
Patrick parish, where Mr. Harris and Miss 
Brown were made one. The groom left the 
church for the depot, and returned to Savan- 
nah at 3:15 p. m. He returned here this morn- 
ing at 3 o’clock, spent fifteen minutes with his 
bride and mother-in-law, and returned to Sa- 
vannah on the 7 a. m. train. 

In the meantime another character in the 
drama put in an appearance, a Mr. Mosha. 
He issaid to have been a suitor for Miss 
Brown’s hand. He arrived here Monday after 
the fatal knot had been tied, and going to the 
Pavilion hotel, sent his card to the bride. 
She and her mother refused tosee him. He 
then wrote two letters, addressed to the bride, 
which she refused to open. Mr. Mosha there- 
upon removed from the Pavilion to the 
Waverly house, where he is now quartered, 
Ali the parties are reticent. It is said, how- 
ever, that Miss Brown was formerly engaged 
to Mr. Mosha and thatshe fled from Savan- 
nah, because he threatened to kill her. It is 
altogether a mysterious affair. The groom is 
in Savannah, while his bride and his mother- 
in-law are here, so is Mosha, the rejected 
suitor.

AN UNDERGROUND RIVER, 


Which Seems to Run From North Into 
South Carolina. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., October 9.---[Special.]— 
The telegram published in this paper recently, 
announcing the discovery of an underground 
river in North Carolina, iseonfirmed by several 
phenomenas that have been recently observed 
in the northern section of this state. Some 
day$ ago news was received here of strange 
subterranean noises being heard ina portion 
of Abbeville county. The noises were uhac- 
companied by seismic disturbances. These 
noises, it is said, still continue. 

Today news comes from Laurens county, in 
this state, of another phenomenon. A special 
to the News and Courier gives the following 
account of the aifair: It seems that about two 
acres of land have apparently dropped about 
four feet, which varied to six inches. This 
ground is coyered with bushes, which are 
twirled and twisted considerably. The falling 
in seems to have occurred several days ago, 
and owing to the distance from the highway 
reporter was 
dispatched to the scene, and confirms the news. 


He says that he found a place where water and |

all the vegetation 
One man in the neighbor- 
hood reported the smell! of sulphur soon after 
he first visited the place. The sunken ground 
is on the side of a very steep 
hill, Other people who have visited the 
sunken lot state that they could distinctly 
hear subterreanean noises which they were un- 
able to account for. If these statements be 
trne, they would seem toindicate the existence 
of a subterreanean river, the course of which 
runs from northeast to southwest. As the two 
couuties in this state lie in that direction from 
the point in North Carolina, which the report 
first came, the matter is exciting some com- 
ment here, and there is talk of asking the gov- 
ernment to look into the matter. It may be 
mentioned in this connection that there has 
not been an earthquake shock here for nearly 
ayear. The last ‘‘shake’’ that occurred was 
at Summerville, 22 miles from Charleston, 
about 11 months ago, 


THE ANNISTON TRAGEDY. 


Everybody Armed in of 


Trouble. 


ANNISTON, Ala., October 9—[Special.]— 
Business has not been suspended altogether 
to-day, but business men and the citizens gen- 
erally have stood on the streets in groups and 
discussed the shooting of yesterday. From the 
best citizens only one expression of opinion is 
heard, that is that it was the most cowardly 
outrage ever perpetrated in this city, and that 
the guilty parties ought to be hung at once, 

Half an hour after the shooting 200 of the 
best citizens of the town announced their in- 
tention of lynching Lawrence and Lacy. Both 
men surrendered to the officers, and when Lacy 
saw the mob on the streets he begged piteously 
for a knife or a pistol with which to kill him- 
self. He said he would rather die by his own 
hand than to be hung by a mob. The prisoners 
were taken to the county jail under a strong 
guard, while a few cool and resolute citizens 
confronted the mob aud finally dispersed them. 

Anniston has a prohibition law, but recently 
its enforcement has been a farce. The feeling 
between the prohibition factions and anti-pro- 
hibition factions has become so bitter that 
every Man goesarmed, Even the ministers, it 
is said, do not goon the strsets without a pis- 
tol in their pockets. Editor Munalee, of the 
Evening Watchman, said today. ‘‘Every man 
in our office is heavily armed, and all are pre- 
pated for trouble at any time. We have been 
repeatedly threatened by the whisky men.”

RALEIGH, N. C., October 9,—[Special.] 
Governor Scales to-day commuted to life im- 
prisonment the death sentence of Cora 
Wright, colored, who was to be hanged at 
Tarboro November 2. She was convicted of 
murdering hersix months old child by plac- 
ing it in a hollow stump and letting it starve 
to death.

Mr. Stockton 
himself is quite ill, taken with a severe chill 
about 4 o’clock this morning, and quite high 
fever. Conflicting and alarming reports have 
been in circulation all day, but a special mes- 
senger from Panama at 6 o’clock tonight re- 
ported Mr. Stockton asleep, and with tem- 
perature onl «'ichtly above normal, Mrs. 
Stockton is ot sick «it all.

fection house in the city of Jacksonville. This 
house should be built on a certain definite 
p an, and I will prepare such plans and send them 
to you inorder thatthe building may be built 
under your superintendence, and be ready at 
the cessation of the epidemic when all 
clothing that can be plunged in boiling water 
and dried should be so treated, Mattresses and pil- 
lows should be destroyed by tire, as I do not be- 
lieve any amount of disinfection will render them 
safe. In the matter of blankets boiling can be 
easily applied, after which they can be treated by 
the baking process in fron pansin the house whic 
will be built for that purpose. This, I am satisfied, 
is the only means for the prevention for the disease 
in the addition of the closing up houses where 
privies are used, instead of water closets. Please in- 
form me by return mail whether or not any system 
of sewerage existsin Jacksonville. If s0 you can 
obtain from the city engineer’s office a copy of the 
plans, I should be very glad to receive it. I give 
you this advance information for your guidance in 
replying to inquiries that may be made to you, and 
to enlist from you such snggestions as you may have 
to make in the premises,

Sat- 
urday morning the son obtained a tow to this 
city. On his arrival he sent for Dr. Ken- 
worthy, who pronounced it a case of yellow 
fever, and insisted upon the removal of the 

atient to a hospital or a private house.

The Norfolk and W estern owners are just 
now smarting under another aggravation in the 
ire of a circular issued by W liam Henry 
railroad expert of energy 
and ability. The circnlar was seen in Wall 
street for the first time today. It is an exhaust- 
jve analysis of the financial condition of the 
Norfolk and Western, and makes anything 
but a flattering showing for that property. It 
gets forth that, whereas, tne securities of the 
Norfolk and Western are selling today on the 
New York Stock exchange at the rate of 
$659,000 per mile, the earning capacity of 
the road does not justify a capitalization of 
over $35,000 a mile. The circular is scathing 
from beginning to end. 

The directors of the East Tennessee road 
met this afternoon andetook certain action that 
js apt to make more ofastir inthe southern 
railroad situation than the contemplated lease. 
A resolution was offered and unanimously 
adopted instructing President Sam Thomas to 
put ¢ ngineers in the field at once to locate a

One wendred and Thirty-Two Counties Give 
a Majority of 8,003 Against It—Some 
Mixed Returns and the Reasons Therefor. 


The majority against the constitutional 
amendment providing for two additional su- 
preme court judges gets bigger as the returns 
come in. 

The returns from 130 counties had been re- 
ceived in the office of the secretary of state up 
to last night. 

This leaves only five counties to be heard 
from, towit: Coffee, Camden, Gilmer, Jeffer- 
son and Walton. 

The majority against the amendment to date 
is 8,003 votes. 

Secretary Barnett and his assistant, Mr. Ben 
Davis, had a good deal of troubie in straight- 
ening out the returns from the following coun-

idate the returns in some counties by the man- 
agers as required by law, and the mixing of 
returns of the managers in other counties. 

The law requires that the returns of the vote 
for governor and state house officers shall be 
consolidated by the managers in the various 
counties, sealed up in envelopes and directed 
to the president of the senate or the speaker of 
the house of representatives, and forwarded in 
éare of the secretary of state. By law these 
envelopes can be opened only by the heads of 
the two houses of the legislature in the pres- 
ence of both houses in joint session. 

The law also requires that the returns of 
the vote received by senators, representatives 
and any constitutional amendment voted on 
shall be consolidated by the managers in_ the 
various counties, sealed in envelopes and ad- 
dressed to the secretary of state. 

he secretary has the right to open these 
envelopes. 

Now, in some of the above named counties 
the returns of the vote for members of the leg- 
islature and the amendment were not 
consolidated and it was necessary after 
their arrival to go through them 
precinct by precinct in order to reach the re- 
sult. Ln other counties the returng for govér- 
nor and statehouse officers were put ihn the 
same envelopes with the returns for members 
of the legislature and the amendment, and all 
directed to the secretary of stat6é. In this way 
the mixture was brought about. It so hap- 
pened that the secretary and his assistant had 
piled upon them a big job in straightening out 
these improperly sent returns. 

It was stated yesterday in the secretary of 
state’s office that this trouble grew out of the ap- 

intment of incompetent managers and clerks 
x certain counties, and that the legislature 
should pass a law providing for the appoint- 
ment of good managers and clerks by the ordi- 
naries in all of the counties of the state. 

The mixed returns from Spalding county 
developed the fact that Bishop Turner, col- 
ored, received 247 votes for governor, and 
those from Dougherty showed that Mr. Henry 
Morgan, candidate for the legislature, got 48 
votes for govérnor, 23 for attorney general, 56 
for ratification and 450 for representative.

Only Thirty Members of the House Left 
in the City-Mr. Gorman Makes a 
speech—Other Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, October 10.—[Special .}—Mr. 
Dougherty, of Florida, got over his sulks today 
because some member had objected toa bill he 
attempted to pass, and withdrew his objection 
to the deficiency appropriation bill. The bili 
was then passed. . This cleared the horse cal- 
endar of ail appropriation bills, and has prac- 
tically putan end tothe transaction of busi- 
ness this session, as both Mr. Kilgore and Mr. 
Taylor have sworp to object to any other bill 
that might come up, it matters not what it be. 
Nothing, they say, except an adjournment res- 
olution, shal! pass. As these two gentlemen 
objected to everything today after the passage 
of the deficiency bill, thus preventing any leg- 
islation, the house adjourned over until Fri- 
day. At that time it is expected thé house 
will commence and adjourn over three days at 
atime until the passage of an adjournment 
resolution. Thete was today just forty mem- 
bers in the city, and ten of them will leave for 
All except a very 
few members are disgusted with the pro- 
longation of the session. The republican 
members of the house hre particniarly so, and 
Mr. Farquar, ef New York, a republican 
member, says thatif the democrats feel any 
political delicacy about proposing an ad journ- 
ment to the senate whilo they are considering 
the tariff bill he will come to their relief and 
propose the resolution himself. He will in- 
trodace the resolution in a few days. The 
democrats, it is understood, will accept it as 
goon a8 the analysis they are having made of 
the senate tariff bill is completed, and gototn 
in the Record. They will refuse to adjourn until 
this is done. Hew long that will be no one 
seems to know. Itis certaln, however, that 
notwithstanding the tariff debate, which is 
slowly dragging along, the senate will accept | 
an adjournment resolution immediately upon 
its reception. 

MR. GORMAN SPEAKS. 

In a speech at Sykesville, Maryland, yester- 
day, Senator Gotman said: “I an aware that 
the enemy has circulated reports that there is

Cieveiand, but he went over to the enemy,and 
Mr. Bourke Coekran did not make a speech in 
behalf of the democraticcandidate. Their ac- 
tion lost us at Teast 35,000 votes among the 
Irish. Even under these conditions the presi- 
dential ticket had 45,000 majority in New 
York City. The condition of affairs today is 
different. Tammany is for Cleveland toa 
man, although there may be a disagreement as 
to the mayoralty, The county democracy is 
for tho president earnestly and faithfullya 
There will. be no cutting the presidential 
ticket by either of these organizations
